career ia taken from MP eythe Ties — | 


Pammell, Charles Stowart, M.P., was 
bora in 1846, at Avondale, co. Wioklow. 
He fa descended fram an old English 
family hat passeil over from Congleton, ; 
Cheshire, to Ireland, and many of his 
naceators have played prominent paris in 
history. ‘Thomas Parnell, the post, wus 
ony af tho family. Mr Parnell's grent 
geavdfather, Sir John Parnell, held for 
many years the office of Chancellor of tho 
Exchoquer in the Trish Parliament, and 
resigned rather than vote for tha Act of 
Uniou ; and Sie Henry Parnoll, Sir Jolin's 
son, after many yeara’ egrvico in tho House 
of Commuts, Wos raigod to the pearage as 
Lord Oongleton in 1841. Mr Purnell, 
whose mother is a daughter of Admiral 
Oharlvs Stowart, & celobratead American 
navn! ufficer, was oducated a5 -varions 
prisate achoola in England, and afterwarde 
went to Magdalen College, Cambridio, 
Aftera tour, of some duration in the United 
States, he returned to his home in Wick- 
low, aod was High Kheriff of the county in 
1974, He modo bis first attempt to enter 
public life in the samy year, eonteating the 
county of Dublia with theshte Col. Taylor : 
on the latter'a acceptunce of Uilicu a3 Chan- 
collur of the Duchy of DAhcastor in the 
second adrninietration of Lord Beacorsfel. 
Ho was defeated by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, but io tho following, yoar—1875—ho 
yas returned for the epunty of Meath, in 
gucseesion to the lato Mr Joba Mattin, 
For some time be took no prominent part 
in the proceedings of Parliament, but dur- 
ing the Session of 1876 he attracted aume 
attention by engaging 12 ond oF two pro- 
fonged ond stubborn couilicts with the 
Governmont. In Feb, 1877, be made his 
first appearance a3 0 legistator, introducing 
‘Tho Irish Chorch Act Amoadmeut Bill,’ 
the object of which was to facilitate tho 
purchase of ‘their holdings by the tenantry 
of the disestablished: Trish Oburch ; the 
Bill was thrown out by 150 to 120 votes. 
The introduction of tho Prisons Bill by Sir 
Richard (than Mr) Orose, gavo riso to the 
first reat devalepment of tha principle of 
what was known av the ‘active’ policy to 
tha Irish, and the policy ef ‘ chatraction’ 
to the English peopl... ‘The variona clauses 
of the ‘measure wero .obstivasely oppuacd ; 
and when attempta wore mindy to force the 
pill through at o late hour, thera were 
repeated motions fcr: adjournment, . A 
similar course wos pureued' on the Mutiny 
Bill, hostility being chivfly directed againat 
the fogcing clauses; ‘and scones of much 
passion and excitement frequently occur.

starting « new movement for reform of the 
relations betweon landlord and tenant, A 
mocting had poon held in Irishtown, 00. 
Mnyo, in the previous April, but it wag not 
till June that Mr Parnell formally joined 
the now. land movement. It waa on this 
occasion that "ho uttered as tha keynato of 
the comiug struggle the words, ' Keap. a 
firm grip of your homestende.’ On tho 21st 
of October following, the ‘Irish National 
Land Leaguo’.was founded, and Mr Par. 
nell-was olected the first President, The 
Sbjecta of tho now organisation. wore de- 
aluared to bo ‘first, to bring about a rodua- 
tion of rack-rents ; aecondly to faciliate the 
obtaining of the ownership of the soil by 
the oceupiors.’ In December of the.sime 
year, he sailed far America, jn order to raiso 
funds for the relief of the distress and for 
starting the organisation ; 
large number of towns, before soveral 
State Leyislatures, and finally before the 
House of Representatives at Washington, 
Tho honour of addressing tho ext assembly 
had previously been conferred upon but 
threo persoha—Lafayette; Bishop Hogtand, 
of Charleston, and Kossuth. Meantime, 
Parliament was dissolved ; Mr Parnell bur- 
ried hume, took an active part in the gene- 
ral election, and was’ himself elected foe 
three constitucncies—Meath, Mayo, and 
Cork dity ; he selected tho last-named gon- 
atituency. At tho meoting of the now Trish 
pirty after the election, hea wxs chosen 
leader of tho Irish. party instead of Mr 
Shaw, who had euccesded Mr ‘Butt. Im- 
mediately after the mesting of tho new 
Parliament, Mr Parnell called for.the in- 
troduction of » measuro to deal with the 
Trish land quortion ; ond shortly after, tho 
Government brought in the Disturbazce 
Bill, which, having bean passed by tho 
House of Commons, was afltwards re- 
jected by the Houso of Lords, In 
tho autumn of 1880 he took an active 
part in organising the Land Lesgue, 
which rapidly grew to bo the, moat power- 
ful of modern Irish movements. In No- 
vember of this yoar, informations wero laid 
by the Irish Adtorney-Genoral against Mr 
Parnell and several other members of the 
Land League oxecutive ; the trial opened at 
Dublin on tho 28th ef December, and fioal- 
ly, after uinatesn days’ hearing, ended in o 
disszreemont of the jury. In the opening 
uf the Session of 1881, the Government 
brought in o Coorcion Bill, aud to this 
measure, as well as to on Arms, Bill, Me 
Parnoll and his colleagues offered o fiercs 
and obstinate opposition, prolonged over 
suven weeks, There were many exciting 
and tumultuous ecenes, and on the 3rd of 
February ho and 34 of his followers were 
removed by tho sergeant-at-arms for caua-

Tho Land Act having been passed into law, 
Mr Parnell presided ate Land Leayue Con- 
vention, at which it was resolved that the 
‘ict should be tested” by moans of oortain 
selocted cases ; he was presont aftorwards at 
several larga Land League domonstrations ; 
and oo thy 13th October ho was arrested 
and conveyed to Kilmainham Gaol. The 
Government immediately afterwards pro- 
claimed the Land League as an illegal 
sssociation, and Mr. Parnell and his col. 
leagnes issued tha ‘No Rent’ monifesta. 
Mr Parnell romained in Kilmainham Gaol 
till April 10, 1882, when he was releasd on 
parole in ordur to attend tho funeral of s 
relative. On May 2nd following, he was 
formally released, a8 well as his colleagues, 
Mr John Dillon M.P, and Mr O'Kelly 
M.P. Thon followed the ‘resignation of 
Mr Norster and Lord Cowper, the murders 
in the Phoenix Park, and the stormy 
debalos on the Crimes Bill. The free 
dom of the city had been voted to Mr 
Parnell during his imprisonmont by Du- 
blin and other pinces, and on Jan. 3, 
1882, ho and Mr Dillon attended in the 
City Hull, Dublin, to receive the honour. 
In the session of 1882 be took activo part 
in procuring the passing of the Arrosrs 
Act, and of tho Tramways and Labourers 
‘Acta in tho session of 1883, A national 
anbscription to Mr Parnell was started in 
a sum of £36 00) 
ja said to have been raised among the Trish 
‘at home and in Amuticd, and preaonted to 
him, He still, however, retained his pa- 
pularity and hia powsr,’ The Land League 
was revived under the namo of the Nuwonul 
League, and Mr Parnell took his placo at 
jts head. He inepired all the policy of the 
Trish parliamentary party during the 
and on the dis- 
solution, when tha irish people firet voted 
on a general housebold suffrage, he nomin- 
ated every Nationalist exndidate, and came 
back to Westminator with 85 followers, It 
was to meet this new situation that Mc 
Gladstone proposed Home Rule, in which 
of course, be was supported by Mer 
Parnell and the wholo strongth of 
his purty. After the defeat and the 
new elections, Mr Parnell propossd o 
Dili to suspend evictions, and practically 
to reduce rent by one-half. The Bill did 
not pasa, 

Mr Parnell’s subsequent history must be 
fresh in the minds of our readers—the 
serious accusations made against him by
